Problems of juvenile crime, nar- 
cotics and gambling have shown an 
increase in the East Palo Alto 
area in recent years, but have not 
yet reached serious proportions. 

Menlo Park, Police Inspector 
William (Bud) Kieler told East 
Palo Alto Junior Women’s Club 
n Tast-Thursday night, that 
Wifile not serious, “there is a prob- 
lem of which residents should be- 
come ‘aware.” 

Speaking from his experiences 
in the Belle Haven area, which 
is in Menlo Park city limits, the 
police inspector noted that 
whereas narcotic use was un- 
known four years ago, “a num. 
ber of known suspects are now 
being scen in and about the 
area,” 

Kieler said that while both ad- 
ults and juveniles jare involved, 
the majority of those affected are 
in their late ’teens and early adult 
years. Menlo Park police have 
made two narcotic arrests in the 
area within the past few months. 

Gambling in violation of state 
and county laws needs continued 
vigilance to prevent its spread. 
The police officer noted that 
both adults and juveniles are 
involved in this activity, too.

Space has been badly 
needed in the main convent build-

“Proposéd Amendments to the Constitution” of the state of Cali- 


fornia. 
A true little gem it is. 


At includes the wording of 18 proposed amendments, plus an 
explanation and arguments for and against each. 


These propositions call on the voters to decide matters rang- 
ing from whether or not the union shop should be outlawed, to 
whether or not the state should get money to fulfill its obligations 


in regard to veterans’ loans. 


The most urgently needed amendment to the state Constitu- 
tion isn't mentioned in the brochure, however. It’s the proposal 


that should read: 


“The Constitution of the State of California is hereby 


junked.” 


Back in the 1870's when the state’s present Constitution was 
adopted, it was believed that free and open access to the Supreme 
Law of the Commonwealth through initiative and referendum 


devices was a desirable thing. 


But it hasn't worked out that way. The state Constitution 
is now one of the most complicated, balled-up and unworkable 
of documents, and it gets worse with each passing general election. 

There are several reasons why it should be scrapped: 


1. The business of raising money and allocating it to 
expenditures is recognized, in the federal Constitution, as the 


primary responsibility of the 


Congress. Yet of the 18 propo- 


sitions in this year’s package, four are pleas on the part of the 
legislature for permission to raise money through bond issues; 
one is for permission to change laws regarding publication of 
legal notices concerning bond issues. 


Although there’s no quarrel with the notion that people 


whose future income is going to be mortgaged ought to have a 
chance to vote on whether or not they want to put their state into 


debt, there is reason to believe 


that the bond issue route is the 


hard way for the state to get anything done. 
And meanwhile, the legislature has given up its control of 
the purse strings, abandoning the most important function of a 


legislative body.

County Juvenile Officer Explains: 
Giving Blood No Real Chore 


“It’s amazing how many people 
are afraid of sharp needles when 
there’s really nothing to it.” 

So says Lieutenant Peter Bolich, 
of the juvenile division of the San 
Mateo County sheriff's department 
when discussing the donation of 
his 24th pint of blood to the Pen- 
insula Blood Bank. 

Once every three months since 
1947, Lt. Bolich, who lives at 351 
Hedge road, has affirmatively an- 
swered the call from the blood 
bank for a donation. His donation 
of a total of 24 pints since that 
time means, stastically, that he 
has given more than twice the 
amount of blood he normaliy car- 
ries in his own veins. Doctors re- 
port that the average adult has be- 
tween 11 and 12 pints of blood in 
his system. 

Tali, rugged and healthy, the 
county juvenile officer reports 
no after-effects from his dona- 
tions. He has no fear of the nee- 
dle. “There’s really nothing to 
it,” he says. 

However, he notices that other 
donors show a real fear. Pointing 
out that the blood bank, and mo- 
bile units are set up for the one 


id, Lt. Bolich thinks there’s no 
cause for the squirming. 
Each donor is screened and! 
nation. If there is any question, 
whatsoever, he is not allowed to 
donate his pint, he reports. Furth- | 
er, the staff always contains train- 
ed nurses, skilled in the one tech- 
nique, and a full-time doctor. 
Despite the faet that donation 
of a pint of blood is worth five 
days off a jail sentence, there are 
always inmates at the county jail 
who refuse to allow the needle to 
touch their skin, Bolich smiles. 
Lt. Bolich got interested in the 
ever-increasing need for blood re- 
serves when his father-in-law need- 
ed transfusions. Now, whenever he 
hears of an individual who needs 
blood, or credits to his account, he 
makes his donation for that speci- 
fic purpose. Otherwise, his regular 
trip is credited to the sheriff's re-

ATHERTON PLANNED 
FOR TOWN HALL 

“The trustees of Atherton will 
open the bids for the construction 
of a new city hall at their meeting 
next week.

The county employes are stag- 
ing another attempt to get a round 
of wage boosts for certain workers 
as well as greater fringe benefits. 
Following the pattern of recent 
years we can probably expect them 
to be successful in both. 

San Mateo ccunty, which now 
foots a bill of more than $700,000 
a year for pension programs, leads 
the counties of the state in the 
program in effect. No other coun- 
ty has both the state pension plan 
and the federal Sovial Security 
program. This not only costs the 
taxpayers —and employes — more 
each month, but also provides far 
better retirement payments. 

Most of the counties have gone 
into the integrated program 
which was adopted by the state 
since the double pension plan 
was put in effect here. 

The-integrated program calls for 
the regular withholding on the 
first $4200 of an employe’s salary. 
When that figure is reached, the 
deductions are then taken to pay 
for the state sponsored program. 
This way, the employe saves plen- 
ty, which is in turn reflected in 
the cost to the taxpayers. San Ma- 
teo county employes, for the most 
part, are very well pleased with 
the present setup as well they 
should be. By state iaw, if county 
officials want to change to the 
integrated plan they must hold an 
employe election and let them de- 
cide. 

According to the vote for adop- 
tion of the two-sided pension plan 
and the general feeling among em- 
ployes now the integrated plan has 
litle change of being approved.

Our county manager expressed 
the views that both should be used 
and he explained this county’s suc- 
cessful pay-as-you-go program, 
This has provided the new hall of 
justice, the north county court- 
office center, new branch libraries, 
the new jail, the planned central 
municipal court building and will 
pay for the new administration 
building which should be started 
soon after the first of the year. 

We remember a few years ago 
when the voters turned down a 
$350,000 bond issue to improve the 
juvenile hall. The county, through 
direct taxes, has spent or is plan- 
ning to spend much more than 
that sum on Hillcrest. 


Stallings explained that the pay- 
as-you-go plan was necessary un- 
less a project had particular public 
appeal, such as a hospital. No one 
seems to care enough to vote bonds 
for court buildings, new offices or 
other needed units. The construc- 
tion program is hitting better than 
three million a year through direct 
taxes, but the public gets the im- 
provements without being loaded 
with long-time interest payments. 

One would expect that local 
officials would have the pressure 
put on them at the state conven- 
tion to adopt the sales tax plan, 
which is in effect in almost every 
Bay Area county. Stallings said, 
however, the only person who 
questioned him on the subject 
was a State Board of Equaliza- 
tion representative who inquired 
as to the progress being made 
here. 


Stallings told him that the tax 
was recently discussed but reéeiv- 
ed a very COLD reception. In‘ his 
opinion, he told the state man; 
there seemed little likelihood that 
the supervisors would favor the 
tax in the immediate future. That’s 
good news for all of us. , 

The road tax and bond program 
of County Engineer Don S. Wilson 
may not be as dead as.we had sup- 
vosed. Stallings reported that the 
board of supervisors would! meet 
soon to give the engineer’s~rec- 
ommendations further stady. 
Someone must come up with! a 
highway system up to date but 
we’re quite sure the public would 
not go for a. bond issue. This 
leaves orily the road tax’ plan pnd 
here again the county may révert 
to the pay-as-you-go program, but 
a tax addition of 10 cent a year 
would raise only about $506,000 
and that wouldn’t make a good 
dent in meeting the needs.
